21.—Arthur Lynch, Col- 
onél of the Second Irish Brigade in the Boer 
army, was elected to a seat in Parliament 
today.

British soll. 

The election of Colonel Lynch was gener- 
ally anticipated, but his plurality is greater 
than even his supporters had expected. He 
received 1,247 votes, against 473 cast for his 
opponent, Horace Plunkett, the Unionist 
candidate. At the last election the National- 
ists lost the seat. 

Police Make Many Arrests. 

The voting was attended with much parti- 
san excitement and many arrests were made 
during the day. A large contingent of 
Lynch’s supporters came in from the eoun- 
try, and the collisions between the rival fac- 
tions kept the police busy until long after 
the polls were declared closed.

Plan to Abolish Excess. 

A proposition is before both the Trunk Line 
and Central Passenger. associations looking | 
to the abolition of excese fares between 
New York and Chicago, exeept on the New | 
York and Chicago Limited of the Pennsyl- | 
vania and the Lake Shore Limited”’ of 
the Vanderbilt lines, and there is some pros- 
‘pect that favorable action will be taken in 
the near future. All the,standard lines are 
strongly in fa ver of the proposition, but it is 
being bitterly oppoced by differential lines, 
which are not able to make as fast time as 
their stronger competitors. 

The corisolidations lately effected and the 
absorption of weak lines by the strong lines 
have placed the latter in a position where 
they can shake off the shackles the weak 
lines had placed upon them and correct an 
injustice from which Chicago p have 
deen suffering long. 


Passenger Agent’s Views. 

Speaking of this matter a prominent pas- 
senger Official said yesterday: 

„The fact that on an électric road in Ger- 
many they are making a speed of from nine- 
ty-four to ninety-nine and a half miles an 
hour, and that an automobile on Long Is- 
land ‘made a speed wich weuld average from 
sixty-two to sixty-five miles an hour, seems 
to emphasize the inconsistency of requiring 
a man to pay an excess fare for riding on a 
train between Chicago and New York at a 
speed exceeding 32.56 miles per hour.” 


Fast Time Makes Trouble. 

Dissolution of the Western Passenger asso- 
clation is threatened on account of the aban- 
donment of the time agreement between Chi- | 
cago and St. Paul. The Wisconsin Central, 
which cannot make as fast time as its more 
direct competitors, has given notice that it 
means to withdraw from the < ssooiation if it 
is not given a chance to compete at more even 
terms with the other Chicago-St. Paul lines. 
It is certain that if the Wisconsin Central 
should withdraw and make rates to suit Itself | 
the Chicago Great Western would do like- 
wise. A meeting of executive officers of the 
lines interested Is proposed for next Monday, 
but little hope is entertained of an amicable 
adjustment of the trouble. 


Rate on Horses Increased. 


Rates on range horses from Washington 
and eastern Oregon to St. Paul, Chicago, 
Missouri River points, and St. Louis will be 
advanced on Nov. 25 an average of 10 per cent 
for carload lots of ten or more cars, wi 
valuation of $15 a head. 

Transportation Notes. 

Stockholders of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Qu'ncy railroad met again yesterday 
morning for a few moments, and the an- 
nouncement was made that another adjourn- 


ment had been taken until today. 

At a meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the I!inois Central railroad company in New 
York yesterday the position of Third Vice 
President was created. A. G. Hackstaff, who 
has been secretary of the company for nearly 
twenty years, was chosen to fill the post. 
His headquarters will be in New York City. 

Charles S. Weston has been appointed As- 
sistant Superintendent of the Burlington, 
Cedar Rapids and Northern, with head- 
quarters at Cedar Rapids. J. R. McPartiand 
has been appointed Treinmaster in place of 
Mr. Weston, and A. H. Tiffany, Trainmaster 
at Estherville, has been transferred to Cedar 
Rapids. 

General Superintendent Sumner J. Collins 
of the Wisconsin Central railroad has ten- 
dered his resignation, to take effect on Nov. 
25. He will be succeeded by E. F. Potter, the 
present General Superintendent of the 
Davenport, Rock Island and Northwestern 
railroad at Davenport, Ia. 


ANTI-PASS AGREEMENT SIGNED. 


Members of Central Passenger Associa- 
tion Pledged Not to Issue Passes 
of Any Kind. 


Columbus, O., Nov. 21.—The Executive 
committee of the Mileage bureau of the 
Central Passenger association discussed the 
pass question at a meeting here yesterday, 
and today the official announcement is made 
that passes will be abolished on Jan. 1. The 
agreement is as follows:

Sulphuric Acid is

ty-fourth street cross-town cars rot from 
the effects of the acid fumes which arise from 
the batteries as they are charged, while ap- 
parently no other ill effects are felt. Twelve 
men work in the two pits at the power-house 
in West Forty-second street, in which the 
storage batteries from the cars are re- 
charged and restored to the cars. Sulphuric 
acid and water form the proportions of these 
batteries, and when they are charged with 
an electric current they exhale clouds of 
vapor or fumes which are strongly impreg- 
nated with sulphuric acid. It is these fum<s, 
the men say, which cause their teeth to de- 
cay rapidly, even in such a short space of 
time as three months. Save for causing a 
soreness of the skin, the fumes apparently 
do them no other harm and have no effect on 
their lungs, though they cannot help but 
inhale the acid-charged fumes. Even the 
men who work over the pits on the outside 
show decaying teeth and say in that respect 
that it is just as bad to work over the pit as 
it is inside it.

TRY TOSOLVE A 
POLICE PROBLEM 


Mayor aud Chief O'Neill Dis- 
euss Future of the De- 
tective Bureau. 


SEES VALUE IN SYSTEM. 


Head of Force Tells the Rein 
tive the Department Should 
Be Retained. 


FAVURS ROHAN FOR POSITION

Whether the Detective department shall be 
abolished now that Captain Colleran has 
been removed fron tie head of it is as yet un- 
decided. Mayor Harrison and Chief of Pole 


O'Neill discussed the matter yesterday after- 


noon, but came ic uo conclusion. 

The idea of the Muyor was to do away with 
the department altogether, but the Chief 
opposes this, and the Mayor has partly yield- 
ed to his arguments. 

It seems to me,“ said the Mayor before 
the conference was held, that k would be 
a good thing to do away with the Detective 
department and scatter the detectives who 
have been working there among the various 
stations. Looking over the police reports of 
late it has seemed to me that it is the men 
who have been attached to the various sta- 
tions—the men under the command of In- 
spector Shea, Captains Lavin, Wheeler, and 
others~-who have been catching the thieves. 
It looks as if the Central Station was rather 
a useless appendage to the Police depart- 
ment and could easily be dispensed with.“ 


Chief O’Neill’s Position. 
After his talk with the Mayor Chief O'Neill 


It seems to me there are many reasons 
why the work which has been done by the 
Central detectives of late has been unsatis- 
factory, but none which really affect the use- 
fulness of the office if rightly conducted. 

The office should be retained because it 
is in the down-town district, near the points 
where detectives are most often wanted. 
Men should be available at a moment’s no- 
tice, and men who are more able to 
cope with the peculiar crimes occurring in 
the down-town district than any other mem- 
bérs of the force. The presumption is, and 
it ought to be a right one, that these men. 
who’ are paid $200 more a year than otber 
policemen, should exert themselves to be- 
come acquainted with the pickpockets and 
other crooks who operate in the business 
section. They are given the advantage of 
the nightly roundup of criminals at Cen- 
tral and are otherwise favored in opportuni- 
ties to prevent crime. 

“Then, again, if the men were scattered 
among the stations, ten of them, say, would 
be assigned to Inspector Shea. Men must 
sleep and eat, and all the Inspector could 
have on hand at one time would be five. Ifa 
serious crime happened in his district he 
could not borrow men from other Inspectors, 
wut would have to work with what he has, 
At present there are thirty or forty men — 
stantly on call at Central who can be sent 
any station at a moment’s notice. 


One Evil of the System. 

„The thing which needs correction, and 
which can only be corrected by the City 
Council, is the pay of the men doing detec- 
tive work. At present all the men at Central, 
whether good men or loafers, rank as Detec- 
tive Sergeants and get $1,200 a year, whlie 


doing work in eitizen's clothes’ who get 
only $1,000 a year. It would be unfair to 
bring these men to Central their present 
pay, because the expenses of their living are 
higher, but if we send the loafers from Cen- 
tral to outlying stations they still get the 
$1,200 a year whether they earn it or not, 
There would be no trouble in so changing the 
personnel of the Central force go as to have 
good men here, but ‘he inequalities in pay 
would continue unle.. the Council gives us 

“rhe plan which the Chief 18 contemplating 
submitting to the Council is that in its next 
appropriation bill, instead of appropriating 
$1,200 a year for sixty Detective Sergeants, 
it appropriate this amount for thirty or forty 
of them; that it also appropriate the same 
sum for twenty or thirty patrolmen, tnstead 
of $1,000 for every patrolman on the force. 

This would enable the Chief to pay $1,200 a 
year to such detectives as he determined to 
keep at Central, while those sent to the out- 
lying stations would only get $1,000. 

Rohan Has Chief’s Favor. 

Speaking of the new head of the depart- 
ment, if it is retained, the Chief said: 

„I strongly incline to the idea of putting a 
Captain or Lieutenant at the head of me 
bureau. Andy Rohan possesses all the uali- 
ties necessary for the head of the bureau. A 
man long in the business has many ad- 
vantages and will fit easily into the vacancy. 
Just at present I am in control, and getting 
along without the aid of William Howe be- 
sides. The two Lieutenants are taking 
turns on duty to open the official mail. Col- 
leran’s private mail is sent to his home. 
The main trouble with Colleran’s manage- 
ment of the office was that he ran it as if it 
was a separate department from the rest of 
the police force,” 

Colleran’s Lawyer Puzzled.

Mrs. Katherine McKey, the owner of a bar- 
ber shop in the basement of 104 Washington 
street, was the victim of an audacious and 
daring holdup yesterday morning. At atime 
when the street in front of the shop was 
crowded with people going to work, and with- 
in thirty feet of the intersection of Clark 
and Washington streets, where two police- 
men stood, Mrs. McKey was held up by two 
men, gagged and bound to the latch of the 
door, and the cash drawer.robbed 
* 

Yesterday Mrs. McKey went to the shop 
early to get everything ready for the day's 
work. Usually the porter was the first to 
arrive in the morning, but he had quit the 
day before. She reached the shop at twenty 
minutes to 7 and started the fire. Shortly 
after 7, while Mrs. McKey was standing at 
the cashier's desk arranging the pay checks 
two men entered the shop. One was a white 
man, about 20 years old and neatly dressed 
in a light sult, the other a heavy-set colored 
man. 

The young man asked Mrs. McKey if she 
was alone, and she answered yes. ‘ Without 
another word the young man caught Mrs 
McKey at the shoulders, pushed her toward 
the dark recess under the sidewalk, and 
struck her in the chest. She was so fright- 
ened she could utter no sound. A moment 
later the colored man stuffed a towel into 
her mouth, while the other man tied her 
wrists behind her back and attached the rope 
to the latch of the cellar door. The two rob- 
bers then secured $10 from the cash drawer, 
overlooking $50 which Mrs. McKey had 
dropped under the counter, and left the vic- 
tim gagged and tied to the door. 

When Miss Alice Daniels, one of thé bar-

SHO? FOR THO BROPHERS 


WOUNDED BY FARMER WHO 
TAKES THEM FOR THIEVES. 


Charles and John Miller, Who Say They 
Are from Toronto and Were Seeking 
Lodging in Frank Coburn’s Barn, 
Are Dangerously Injured by Owner 
of the Property, Who Is Aroused in 
the Night by Their Coming—Declare 
They Are Honest. 


Two brothers, who say they live in Toronto, 
Ont., are at the County Hospital suffer- 
ing from bullet wounds which the physicians 
say may prove fatal to one. The men were 
shot by a farmer, who took them for chicken 
thieves. They say they merely were seeking 
lodging in his barn. 

The wounded give their names as 
Charles and John Miller. The former is suf- 
fering from shots which. penetrated his 
chest, groin, and arms. The other is less 
seriously hurt, although many small shot 
took effect in his body. 

Frank Coburn, who has a farm at Sixty- 
fifth street and Archer avenue, fired the 
shots which injured the men. He has lost a 
number of pigs and some chickens recently, 
and says he shet the men, believing they 
were the ones who had stolen his property. 

Coburn is being detained at the Thirty-fifth 
Street Police Station pending an investiga- 
tion of the shooting. 

How the Men Were Shot. 

The shooting took place at 3 o’clock in the 
morning. The farmer heard a noise near his 
barn. Dressing hastily he seized a shotgun 
and started to investigate. Near the barn, 
beside a coop in which were ducks and geese, 
he saw the two men. According to Coburn, 
he shouted to the men to throw up their 
hands. Instead both men ran and Coburn 
fired. One of the men, with a cry of pain, 
fell to the ground. The farmer fired again 
and the other man fell, but arose and ran 
away, and was not found until two hours 
later by the police. 

Coburn went to the man who had fallen and 
saw that he was in a serious condition. He 
hitched a horse to a wagon and loaded the 
wounded man into the vehicle. He then 
started for the Brighton Park Police Station, 
which is more than four miles away. 

The groans of the wounded man each min- 
ute became more faint, and Coburn, fearing 
he was dying, bolstered him up as best he 
could to reduce the jolting of the wagon as 
it passed over the country road. In spite of 
his efforts, the man’s cries soon ceased, and 
Coburn continued his journey, believing that 
Miller was dead. ; 

Miller Tells His Story. 

ng at the Brghton Park station, Co- 
. — *. the police of what had occurred. 
To the farmer’s surprise, Miller was found 
to be alive, and in a few minutes was able to 
talk. He gave his name as Charles Miller 
and told the police that the man who had 
been in his company was his brother. The 
man said that he and his brother were on 
their way to visit friends in Chicago and had 
beaten their way on freight and passenger 
trains most of the way from Toronto. They 
had reached Chicago on a Grand Trunk train 
late on Wednesday night, and they said they 
were in search of a lodging place. 

The family which he and his brother were 
to visit, Miller said, lived at 4749 Princeton 
avenue. The name was Roberts. George 
Roberts, who lives at the address given, says 
he knows the Miler brothers. He was not 
expecting a visit from them, however. 


Other Brother Found. 

Coburn’s statement that he believed the 
other man also had been injured led the po- 
lice to make a search for him. Policemen 
from both the Brighton Park and Thirty-fifth 
Street Police Stations were sent out, and 
after a search of more than two hours found 
the man at the street car barns at Archer 
avenue and Pitney court. He admitted that 
he had been shot whilein company of Charies 
Miller and said he was his brother, John. 

His story of how they had come to be on 
Coburn’s farm tallied with’ that of his 
drot her.

Out-Going Mails to Be Dispatched from 
Branch at Union Depot Without For- 
warding to Main Building—Quarters 

to Be Enlarged and Forty Additional 
Clerks Detailed There for Duty 
Change Comes from Recommenda- 
tion by Depaftment Inspectors.. 


Station U at the Union Depot practically 
will become an independent postoffice as soon 
as an order to that effect can reach here 
from the department at Washington. The 
floor space of the station will be enlarged 
and forty additional clerks will be detailed 
to assist Superintendent H, H. Henshaw. 

Some of the benefits which Postmaster 
Coyne expects to follow this change are: 

Saving of time in dispatch of outgoing 
—— which at present 4s sent to the main 


ce. 
Relief of the clerks in the mailing division, 
who frequently work as many as eleven 
hours a day. 
Improvement of the down-town service by 
transferring part of the business from the 
main office. 


Handles a Heavy Mail. 


Forty per cent of the outgoing mail from 
the city is dispatched through Station U each 
year over five important railway systems— 
the Pennsylvania, the Alfon, the Burlington, 
the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago, and 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul. At 
present all this mall after being received at 
Station U must be sent to the main office 
and then returned to the branch for transfer 
to the outgoing trains. This waste of energy 
and time is to be done away with under the 
new system. 

About Dec. 9, when the new plan its in 
force, dispatch of mall received at Station 
U will be made direct to the trains. This 
station also will be used as a distributing 
point for several other railroad depots. Mes- 
sengers are to be sent to the Northwestern 
Depot and other stations from the West 
Side branch postoffice, and the mail of West 
Side business-houses thus wille put aboard 
trains with no loss of time. 


Places for Ten Substitutes. 


Thirty of the additional clerks will be 
taken from the mailing division of the main 
office and ten others will be appointed from 
the substitute list. 

The change is to be made on the recom- 
mendation of the special commissioners from 
the department, who completed their inves- 
tigation of the needs of the local postoffice 
yesterday. They left for Washington last 
night after congratulating Postmaster Coyne 
on his management of the Postoffice. 


BONNEY LOSES ALIMONY SUIT. 


Appellate Court Reverses Ruling of 
Judge Neely and Notes Are 
Ordered Paid. 


Charles L. Bonney must show cause why 
he should not be attached for contempt of 
court in not paying to his former wife, Mar- 
garet A. Bonney, notes amounting to $10,000 
which the latter was granted as part of her 
alimony in divorce proceedings begun by 
her in December, 18990.

About the same time the Cook County Ape 
late Court reversed the ruling of Judge 
ail making perpetual the injunction re- 
straining the Board of Trade from withhold- 
ing its quotations from the Stock and Grain 
Exchange. After these two blows the com- 
pany derived what pleasure it could from 
the fact that in Judge Kavanagh's court the 
charge of operating a bucket shop against 
the exchange was stricken off the calendar, 


Action of Federal Grand Jury. 

In the indictments found by the federal 
grand jury the men are with having 
violated section 8, paragraph 3, of the amend- 
ed war revenue act of March 2, 1901, by fall⸗ 
ure to affix revenue stamps to memorands 
of trades given to customers. The defendants 
had not been arrested and Judge Kohlsaat in 
the United States District Court was asked by 
the United States District Attorney to tastie 
bench warrants for the four defendants. 

The action of the federal grand jury was 
a surprise, ae it had transacted its business 
so rapidly that it was supposed to have con- 
sidered only routine matters. United States 
District Attorney Bethea had received com- 
plaints against the officers and agents of the 
grain concern from the special agent of the 
Internal Revenue department, and he was 
quick to act. Several customers who had re- 
ceived memoranda of trades which they sald 
were not stamped properly were summoned 
as witnesses, and when they had told their 
stories the jurors acted. 


Victory for the Board. 

Close on the heels of the true bills came the 
decision of the Appellate Court which added 
another to the Board of Trade’s victories in 
its fight to prevent bucket shops from trad- 
ing on its quotations, By this decision the 
court reversed the decree of Judge Vail of 
the Circuit Court, who granted « permanent 
injunction restraining the antting off of quo- 
tations from the Stock and Grain 

The Appellate Court also dissolved the in- 
junction restraining the board from dis 


ciplining its own members, under its rules, 


for trading with the defendant company. 

The Central Grain and Stock Exchenge 
is the last bucket shop in Chicago still post- 
ing Board of Trade quotations and the de- 
cision is the more important because it was

The decision, which was read Justice 
Adams, concluded: = 

The injunction in the present case not 
only enjoins the appellant from refusing t 
furnish to appellee the market quotations 
but it enjoins the Board of Trade from en 
forcing a rule regarding its members doing 
any business with the appellee. We are of 
the opinion that the rule, enforcement of 
which is enjoined by the decree, does not 
infringe public policy or any rule of law, and 
that it is not unreasonable. Such being the 
case, it was error to enjoin its
